We are witnessing within the 
scientifc community the beginning 
of a movement which may prove to 
be of crucial imbportance to _ this 
country and to humanity.、 This is a 
movement of the scientists to _ take 
a more Signifcant role in social and 
Political aftairs，especially affairs in- 
volving military sbpending and 
weapbons development. 

On April 29th of this .year at 
the American Physical Society 
meeting In Washington，D.C.，a 
Poll was taken of 1,216 Physicists 
on President Nixons proposed 
Safeguard Anti - Ballistic Missile 
System (ABM). On the question 
of for or against the deployment of 
Safeguard，the results were: For 一 
21 per cent， Against 一 76 Per cent， 
and Undecided 一 3 ber cent， On the 
question of whether debloyment of 
Safeguard is likely to lead to an 
increase，to_ have little _ effect，or to 
a _ decrease in the arms race，the 
fresujlts were: Increase 一 70 per cent， 
Little Effect 一 25 ber senti and De- 
crease 一 〗 ber cent. 工 his boll clearly 
Shows .that the large majority of 
Amerlican bhysicists believes that 
the Safeguard ABM system is un- 
desirable and dangerous to have. 


During this four-day Washing- 
ton，D.C.，meeting，hundreds of 
Physiclsts also participated in other 
antli-ABM activities，such as a walk 
to the White House，which was 
then Picketed，pPresentation of an 
anti-ABM petition with over 1,200 
Physicist Signatures to _ Dr. Lee Dnu- 
Bridge，the President's Scientific 


Advisor, open meetings on the tech- 


nical aspects of ABM, and visits to 
Senators，Congressmen，and their 
aides。 了 Perhaps the most bolitically 
effective activity was the tremen- 
dous number of visits to Senators 
by groups of rwo to four physicists. 
Not only was every Senator who 
was St undecided on the ABM 
Visited at least once，but many 
other Senators were Visited， All to- 
gether about 00 Senators were vis- 
lted,， and in many cases, the discus- 
Sions Went on for an hour or more. 
All these activities were coordinated 
by the newly formed organization 
called “Scientists for Social and 
Political Action” (SSPA) and the 
older organization “The Federation 
of American Scientists.” 


This fght against the ABM re- 
fHects a new mood spreading in the 


American scientifc coOmIUnity. 


This mood resujts from the realiza- 
tion that the world situation cannot 
COntinue as it has been in the past 
25 years，、Dr， George \Wald，Ppro: 
tessor of biology at Harvard，and 
Nobel Prize winner, said on March 
4th at the MIT “Symposium on the 
Uses of Scientific 玫 nowledge”that 
a distinguished professor of govern- 
ment at Harvard had recently esti- 
mated that the probability of having 
a full-scales nucleatr war is abour

PROPAGANDA 
The testimony referred to by the 
Chronicle .was made by Hoover be- 
fore a Subcommittee of the Commit- 
tee on Appropriations of the House 
of Representatives.， Hoover stated : 


”"\We are beling confronted with 
a gIOwing amount of work in being 
ajlert for Chinese-Americans and 
others ln this country who would 
assist Red China in Supplying need- 
ed material or promoting Red Chi- 
nese Pbropaganda.，For one thing， 
Red China has been flooding the 
coOuntry with its bropaganda and 
there are over 300,000 Chinese in 
the United States，some of whom 
could be susceptible to recruitment 


either through ethnic tles or hos- 
tage Situations because of relatives 
in Communlst China， 

"In addition，ub to 20,000 Chi- 


nese Immigrants come into the 
United States each year and this Pro- 
vides means to send illegal agents 
Into Our Nation.” 


CONTRIBUTION 

“The inference invited by his 
testImony deniles the basic heritage 
of our nation, that we all have roots 
from other countries，We of oOUI 
forebearers settled in thls land to 
build a _ better life，bringing the 
cultural diversity which has made 
this nation great Congressman 
Burton said. 


“Chinese-American citlizens have 
lived. in _ California since before she 
was a state. Thousands have fought 
and died in our nation's wars. 工 heir 
coOntribution to the arts and sci- 
cnces，to the advancement of free- 
dom and the development of this 
nation and its history are too well 
known to belabor.

“The Man Nobody Saw”is the 
latest broduction of Plays For Liv- 
ing，Inc. a non-Proft drama groub 
whlch tours the Bay Area，present- 
ing plays about the social and Per- 
Sonal problems we encounter daily. 

Based on The Report of the 
National Advisory Commission on 
Civil Disorders (the 开 erner Re- 
Port) “The Man” featured four 
performers，two white，and two 
black. Using only a few props, and 
Playing many roles, they dramatized 
the life of a _ black couple attempt- 
ing to struggle through the Process 
of day-to-day living，trying to ful- 
和 1] the basic needs of a home, food 
and a job. But they were thwarted 
at eVery turn. Most often，the Per- 
SOns fresponsible for the frustrations 
of the black man were never seen 

. .the personnel director who did 
not bother to_ interview the black 
man; the bank President who refus- 
ed a loan because he was a “poor 
Iisk,，”the white mother who fought 
against integrated schools. 

The high point of the blay was 
the Negro mothers lament on how 
di 组 cult it was to be the wife of a 
black man,， Whose role as father and 
bread winner "had been sublimated， 
how his feelings as a failure were 
SO debasing; it brought tears to 
Day eyes. 

A_ unique feature of all Plays is 
the opben discussion by the audience 
following the Play. Led by doctors， 
Psychiatrists Of Social workers, mem- 
bers of the audience are asked to 
give their obinions and feelings 
about what they have just_witnessed. 
It can be a shock to ask yourself 
Which character you identify with. 
TI viewed the blay in terms of the 
Chinese _minority. Added- to 让 
would be the language ptoblem， 
and the fact that it is multiplied 
by the hundreds，and it becomes 
an Immense social broblem. 


Among some of the cogent points 
brought up by .the viewers about 
“The .Man”were: How we human 
beings overtly and covettly infHict 
the wounds on our fellowmen daily; 
that there is a defnite racial gab; 
that there is a need for new briori- 
ties in Out national goals; that the 
COUntry may yet exbetience a revolt 
of the thirty million poor. 

Other Plays in the rebettory in- 
clude a play on racial brejudice， 
one on parent-child relations，and 
one on children to children com- 
munications， 开 you ever have an 
OPPortunity to SePPlay for Living， 
don't pass it Up.
